Vienna. Bruno Krelsky, Chair- 
man of the Socialist Party of 
Austria, has spoken out in fav- 
our of the continuation of So- 
viet-American talks on nuclear 
weapons and has renounced the 
deployment of Pershing. 2a and 
cruise missiles in Europe. 

In an interview to the news- 


paper, "Arbelter-Zellung", he 
pointed out that Ihe deployment 
of lire new American medium- 
range nuclear missiles in Europe 
was meaningless, as their Instal- 
lation on one side would only 
lead to new missiles appearing 
on Ihe olher. 


Beirut. Two powerful explo- 
sions shack Beirut on Sunday 
morning as a truck loaded with 
300 kilogrammes of explosives 
blew up tn the compound of the 
Headquarters of the American 
contingent of the so-called mul- 
tinational force near Beirut 
alrporL This set off another ex- 


plosion which demolished an 
ammunition depot nearby. More 
than 150 Americana were burled 
In the debris. 

The second explosion des- 
troyed the Headquarters ol tho 
French contingent where twenty 
French soldiers and officers were 
killed.

Washington. A US naval ar- 
mada of tea warships is making 
for Grenada, a small island state 
la the Caribbean- The force In- 
cludes the aircraft carrier "Inde- 
pendence", helicopter carrier 
“Saipan" and support vessels. 
They are carrying 1,900 Marines. 
The reasons T0r this show of 
strength, according to the Penta- 
gon, Is to defend the US citizens 


who stay on Ihe Island. However, 
other administration spokesmen 
have admitted that these citizens 
are not threatened by anything 
whatsoever. It has been said at 
a State Department press con- 
ference that the US citizens 
living In Grenada have not been 
harmed and that the situation 
remains calm In that country. 


Seoul. In preparation for the 
upcoming visit of President 
Reagan, the South Korean auth- 
orities have put the entire po- 
lice force and public security 
troops on full alert. Claiming 
the need to "prevent possible 
terrorist activities on the eve 
of President Reagan's visit", po- 
lice and army units have been 
ordered to take additional secu- 
rity measures In the South Ko- 


rean capital. Chun Doo-Hwan 
has Inspected the security ar- 
rangements at tho Seoul Airport 
of Kimpo and other important 
installations, as well as army 
pollco units. The South Korean 
air force and air defence units 
havo also been put on a slate 
of Increased alert.

For centuries the reindeer has supplied the 
nallvea ol the North with food, clothing and 
footwear nnd served as a convenient means °t 
transportation, The canopies In yarangas (the 
toot of reindeer-bleeders) were mado from re- 
indeer skins, and ao the inhabitants of the North 
have this animals to thank lor the warmlh and 
cosiness of their homes. It is no mere chance 
that the reindeer Is so oflen depicted In works 
of applied hrt. Songs were sung In praise ol this 
animal and It was oltcn mentioned in ancient 
legends. Of coorse these days clothing, dwellings 
and transport differ from those times In many 
respects. Even the food has become more di- 
verse: southern (and sometimes local varieties 
grown from hothouses) vegetables and fruits 
have already become common on the table o| 
northerners. However, reindeer meat still oc- 
cupies a very Important place in the diets of 
northern Inhabitants. Moreover, . northerners are 
Inventive In tbo number ol delicious dishes they 
can cook from this meat Collectivization and 
the setting up of large state farms have breathed 
new life Into this ancient occupation. Reindeer- 
breeding Is now a major branch ol agriculture 
In the Soviet Far North. 


The reindeers are kept grazing all year 
round, and Ihe hords, which frequently conslBt 
o! 1,500 heads, are driven over a distance of up 
to 1,000 km. 

The working and living conditions o| herds- 
men have changed beyond recognition. Radio 
communication and aviation reliably link them 
with the outside world.

The biggest arUllclal isle | B 
the A, aspwn Sea has proved to 
be a treasure Island. A third 
well drilled there Is producing 
tonnes ol oil a day. 

About ihe same amount Is be- 
ing produced by two other wells 
which were drilled from that 
platform to a multilayer field, 
The ala Ilona ry metal island 
which gives more than a thou- 
sand tonnes ol oil a day is of 
a basically new design. It dif- 
fers from the 1,200 other steel 
platforms scattered all over the 
Caspian In that li has two rath- 
er Ilian one rig on its deck. 
This lias made It possible to 
greatly speed up the develop- 
ment of the oil Held. 

Although the platform Is well 
olf-shoro, thcr oil prospectors do 
not feel they are cut off Irani 
the mainland. They can use 
helicopter lo fly back home, 
where they live In comfortable 
three -storey houses. 

All In all, 12 shafts arc to ba 
drilled from tho arltliclal Island.

LAND NO HINDRANCE TO FOREST 


The forthcoming selective ao- 
clo-demographlc . survey of the 
Soviet population will help ob- 
tain valuable Information for 
devlalng a plan Tor the economic 
and sodal development of the 
Sovjel Union in the next five- 
year plan of 1966-90. . It w|U be 
performed through questioning 
five per cent of Soviet citizens 
early In January 1984. 


Sopne of the questions are si- 
milar to those which were asked 
during the 1979 census — age, 
sex, marital status, nationality, 
education, means of sustenance, 
and migration. The new ques- 
tions will concern such areas as 
marriage, birth rate, payments 
to mothers, and pre-school chil- 
dren's establishments. 


Meagre forests of little value 
In Byelorussia growing alder 
and shrubbery are giving way 
to arable land. A 100-hcclare 
tract pf fertile land Is now be- 
ing used by the Zarya collec- 
tive farm In the Kallnkovlchy 
district after a clearing opera- 
tion.
